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ADVANCED  COURSES  IN  DENTISTRY 

SCHEDULE   OF  INSTRUCTION 

SPRING  -  SUMMER  SESSION 
Beginning  April    15th,  1918 

The  courses  scheduled  on  pages  3,  4,  and  5  consist  of  infirmary  and  laboratory 
instruction,  lectures  and  demonstrations  by  the  teaching  staff  and  include  clinical 
infirmary  and  laboratory  work  on  the  part  of  the  students. 

The  courses  scheduled  on  pages  6  and  7  consist  of  infirmary  and  laboratory 
demonstrations  but  do  not  require  practical  work  on  the  part  of  the  students. 


OPERATIVE  DENTISTRY— CROWN  AND  BRIDGE  WORK.     (Practical) 

Includes  Roentgenology—  root  canal  technique — cavity  and  abutment  preparation 
— cast  inlay  work — ceramics — fixed  and  removable  bridgework 

Practical  work  in  the  infirmary  and  laboratories,  lectures  and  demonstrations. 

13-14  weeks,  20-24  hours  weekly.    30  points.    Fee  $180. 

Infirmary  and  laboratory  work,  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  9:30  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations,  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  7  p.  m.  to  10  p.  m. 

Other  hours  for  special  lectures  will  be  announced. 

This  course  includes,  in  addition  to  the  instruction  in  the  Peeso  system  and  other 
approved  forms  of  removable  bridge  construction,  instruction  in  the  utilization  of 
simpler  forms  of  attachment  and  their  application  to  partial  dentures.

Course  begins  Friday,  April  19th. 

An  intensive  course  covering  the  same  subjects  will  be  given  twice  during  the 
1918-1919  term,  requiring  full  time  attendance  for  a  period  of  6-7  weeks. 

PLATE   PROSTHESIS.     (Practical) 

Includes  modeling  compound  and  plaster  impressions — anatomical  occlusion  and 
articulation — construction  of  dentures. 

Practical  work  in  the  infirmary  and  laboratories;  lectures  and  demonstrations. 

10  weeks,  4-6  hours  weekly.     14  points.    Fee  $84. 

Infirmary  and  laboratory  work,  Wednesdays,  2-6  p.  m. 

Lecture  hours  will  be  announced  at  the  beginning  of  the  course. 

For  detailed  description  of  the  subjects  covered  in  this  course  see  p.  9-10  of  the 
1917-1918  Announcement. 

Course  begins  Wednesday,  April  24th. 


The  above  two  courses  may  be  combined  and  when  taken  simultaneously  equal 
40  points,  with  a  total  tuition  fee  of  $240. 
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PERIODONTIA.    (Infirmary  work) 

Includes  periodontal  pathology  and  preventive  dentistry. 

Practical  infirmary  work,  lectures  and  demonstrations. 

7  weeks,  3  hours  weekly.     10  points.    Fee  $60. 

Infirmary  work  Fridays  4-7  p.  m. 

Lecture  hours  will  be  announced  at  .the  beginning  of  each  course.

Course  P-A  will  begin  on  Friday,  April  19th. 

Course  P-J  will  begin  on  Friday,  June  7th. 

BACTERIOLOGY.     (Laboratory  work) 

Includes  general  and  dental  bacteriology. 
Practical  laboratory  work,  lectures  and  demonstrations. 
10-12  weeks,  2  to  2!/2  hours  weekly.    8  points.    Fee  $48. 
Wednesdays,  7:30-10:00  p.  m. 

Synopsis  of  the  Course  in  Bacteriology. 

The  lectures  will  include  such  subjects  as  sterilization  of  dental  instruments  and 
apparatus;  preparation  of  culture  media;  infection  and  immunity;  bacteria,  their  growth, 
characteristics  and  their  pathogenisity;  preparation  of  anti-toxins  and  vaccines. 

The  laboratory  work  will  consist  of  microscopic  technic,  preparation  of  culture 
media,  methods  of  obtaining  pure  cultures,  identification  of  bacteria  by  hanging  drop, 
staining  methods,  and  growth  on  different  media,  making  of  smears  and  cover-glass 
preparations. 

Course  begins  Wednesday,  April  24th. 

COURSES   IN   ORAL   SURGERY 

These  courses  which  must  of  necessity  be  extended  over  a  considerable  period  of 
time  include  practical  instruction  in  local  and  general  anaesthesia  (conductive,  nitrous 
oxid,  etc.),  extraction  of  impacted  and  unerupted  teeth,  root  amputations,  tumors,  in- 
cluding cysts,  fractures,  lesions  of  the  soft  tissues,  clinical  mouth  surgery,  focal 
infections  and  their  relation  to  systemic  diseases,  and  such  other  oral  surgery  cases  as 
may  present. 

Practitioners  who  attend  these  courses  will  administer  anaesthetics,  extract  teeth 
and  witness  and  assist  in  the  various  cases  that  present  for  operation. 

The  practical  instruction  will  be  supplemented  by  a  series  of  lectures  and  studies 
in  anatomy,  pathology,  physical  diagnosis  and  allied  subjects. 

Course  OS  18— Oral  Surgery.     (2  days  weekly) 

18  weeks,  2  days  weekly,  2-5  p.  m.    40  points.    Fee  $240. 

Lecture  hours  will  be  announced  at  the  beginning  of  the  course. 

Section  T  will  attend  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays 

Section  W  will  attend  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays 

In  making  application  for  admission  specify  the  section  preferred. 

Course  begins  during  week  of  April  15th. 
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Course    OS    6— Oral  Surgery.     (6  days  weekly) 
6  weeks,  daily  2-5  p.  m.     40  points.    Fee  $240. 
Lecture  hours  will  be  announced  at  the  beginning  of  the  course. 

This  course  is  identical  with  the  course  OS  18  outlined  on  p.  4  except  that  it 
requires  daily  attendance  for  a  shorter  period  of  time,  6  weeks. 
Course  begins  on  Monday.  May  27th. 

COURSES   IN   ANAESTHESIA 

In  addition  to  the  course  in  oral  surgery  in  which  there  is  included  instruction 
in  conductive  and  other  forms  of  anaesthesia,  there  are  offered  also  independent 
courses  in  anaesthesia,  both  part  time  and  full  time.  Practitioners  who  attend  these 
courses  will  in  addition  to  receiving  practical  instruction  in  the  administration  of 
anaesthetics,  also  have  an  opportunity  to  witness  operations  for  the  extraction  of  teeth 
and  such  oral  surgery  cases  as  may  present. 

These  courses  will  be  given  both  as  six  week  courses,  2  days  weekly,  (A  6)  and 
two  week  courses,  6  days  weekly,  (A  2). 

Course  A  6 — Anaesthesia.     (2  days  weekly) 

Includes  conductive  and  other  forms  of  anaesthesia. 

Practical  work  in  the  oral  surgery  clinic,  lectures  and  demonstrations. 

6  weeks,  2  days  weekly,  2-5  p.m.     14  points.    Fee  $84. 

This  course  will  be  given  three  times  during  the  Spring-Summer  session. 

In  making  application  specify  days  you  wish  to  attend, — Monday  and  Thursday 
Tuesday  and  Friday,  or  Wednesday  and  Saturday,  and  name  a  second  choice  in  the 
event  the  days  you  selected  are  not  available. 

The  first  course  will  begin  during  the  week  of  April  15th. 

The  second  course  will  begin  during  the  week  of  May  27th. 

The  third  course  will  begin  during  the  week  of  July  8th. 

Course  A  2— Anaesthesia.     (6  days  weekly) 

Includes  conductive  and  other  forms  of  anaesthesia. 

Practical  work  in  the  oral  surgery  clinic,  lectures  and  demonstrations. 

2  weeks,  2-5  p.  m.  daily.     14  points.    Fee  $84. 

These  courses  are  identical  with  the  anaesthesia  courses  A-6  outlined  above,  except 
that  they  require  daily  attendance  for  a  shorter  period,  2  weeks. 

The  courses  will  begin  on  the  following  dates:  May  13th,  June  10th,  June  24th, 
and  July  22d. 

The  number  of  practitioners  who  may  be  admitted  to  the  courses  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Oral  Surgery  is  limited.  Application  for  admission  must  be  made  well  in 
advance. 

INTERNESHIPS  IN  ORAL  SURGERY 

The  Department  of  Oral  Surgery  has  established  interneships  for  dental  practi- 
tioners. The  internes  will  be  required  to  serve  at  the  hospital  for  a  period  of  six 
months,  1-5  p.  m.  daily. 

Three  internes  will  be  admitted  semi-annually,  in  September  and  March.  Details 
as  to  qualifications  for  admission  will  be  given  in  the  1918-1919  Anneuncement. 


6  COLUMBIA     UNIVERSITY 

SPECIAL   COURSE   IN   EXODONTIA.     (1  week) 
By  Dr.  George  B.  Winter  and  assistants. 

This  course  will  consist  of  clinical  instruction  in  exodontia  with  its  allied 
branches,  such  as  the  administration  of  anaesthetics  and  Roentgenology  as  pertain  to 
the  practice  of  exodontia. 

Dr.  Winter  will  feature  his  new  technique  of  removing  impacted  lower  third 
molars.  This  technique  is  entirely  new  requiring  in  the  average  case  less  than  one 
minute  in  time,  and  eliminating  to  a  very  marked  degree  the  usual  post-operative 
pain  and  discomfort.  Special  reference  will  be  made  to  the  technique  of  curettment 
and  suturing  as  a  means  of  encouraging  regeneration  and  reduction  of  post- 
operative pain. 

This  course  will  begin  on  Saturday  morning,  June  15th,  and  require  daily  attendance 
for  a  period  of  7-8  days. 

Complete  details  of  the  course  are  given  in  a  special  circular  entitled, 
"Dr.  Winter's  Course  in  Exodontia,"  and  will  be  sent  on  request. 

OPERATIVE   AND   PROSTHETIC    DENTISTRY.     (Demonstrative)  1  week. 

Includes  Roentgenology — root  canal  technique— cast  inlay  work — crown  and 
bridge  work — plate  prosthesis — periodontia. 

Demonstrations  in  infirmary  and  laboratories  and  lectures. 

1  week,  35-40  hours.    12  points.    Fee  $72. 

This  condensed  course  is  provided  primarily  for  the  benefit  of  practitioners 
unable  to  devote  the  time  required  to  attend  the  various  courses  which  include 
practical  work  and  necessitate  prolonged  attendance.  The  course  will  include,  as  far 
as  possible,  practical  demonstrations  of  the  most  important  phases  of  the  work 
covered  in  the  courses  in  root  canal  work  and  radiography,  removable  bridgework, 
cast  inlay  work,  plate  prosthesis,  and  periodontia. 

This  course  will  be  given  during  the  week  of  June  24th. 

The  first  session  of  this  course  will  open  on  Monday  at  1 0  a.  m.  The  demonstrative 
instruction  will  be  given  daily  from  10  a.m.  to  2  p.  m.,  and  the  lectures  from  7-10  p.  m. 

CROWN   BRIDGE   AND    INLAY  TECHNIQUE.    (Demonstrative) 

Includes  principles  of  cavity  and  abutment  preparation— cast  inlay  work- 
removable  bridgework. 

Demonstrations  in  infirmary  and  laboratories  and  lectures. 

10-1 1  weeks,  2V2-3  hours  weekly.     8  points.    Fee  $48. 

Fridays  7:30  to  10  p.  m. 

This  course  is  intended  primarily  for  practitioners  who  are  unable  to  devote  the 
necessary  time  to  attend  the  extended  practical  course  in  which  these  subjects  are 
covered.  The  course  will  include,  as  far  as  possible,  practical  demonstrations  of  the 
most  important  phases  of  the  work  performed  in  the  crown  and  bridgework  course, 
and  those  who  so  desire  may  obtain  duplicates  of  some  of  the  technic  models  used 
in  the  practical  course  in  order  that  they  may  do  the  work  at  home,  between  sessions 
and  submit  same  to  the  instructors  for  criticism. 

Course  begins  Friday,  April  26th.

Lecture  hours  will  be  announced  at  the  beginning  of  the  course. 
For  detailed  description  of  the  subjects  covered  in  the  course,  see  p.    10  of  the 
1917-1918  Announcement. 

Course  begins  Tuesday,  April  23rd. 

Admission — Fees 

Application  for  admission  to  these  courses  should  be  made  as  far  in  advance  as 
possible  in  order  to  avoid  disappointment,  as  many  of  the  classes,  although  scheduled 
here,  have  already  been  filled. 

Applications  for  admission  to  any  course  must  be  accompanied  by  25  per  cent,  of 
the  tuition  fee  in  order  to  secure  the  assignment  of  a  place.  Each  applicant  will  be 
promptly  notified  as  to  whether  or  not  there  is  a  place  available  in  the  course  or 
courses  selected  and  the  sum  paid  either  applied  to  the  tuition  fee  or  refunded.  The 
entire  tuition  fee  for  each  course  is  payable  in  advance  and  no  final  registration  will 
be  made  otherwise. 

Infirmary — Patients 

Practitioners  who  attend  courses  may  furnish  their  own  patients  in  courses  in 
which  practical  work  is  to  be  done,  provided  the  cases  presented  are  suitable  and 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  instructors.  Those  who  cannot  provide  their  own 
patients  will  be  assigned  patients  from  this  infirmary. 

Practitioners,  whether  attending  courses  or  not,  who  desire  to  refer  patients  to 
the  infirmary,  should  send  v/ith  each  patient  a  statement  addressed  to  the  Director  of 
the  Infirmary,  at  35  West  39th  Street,  to  the  effect  that  the  case  is  a  worthy  one  and 
entitled  to  services  at  a  nominal  fee  (to  pay  for  cost  of  material.) 

The  examination  hours  at  the  infirmary  are  as  follows  :  Mondays,  Wednesdays, 
and  Saturdays,  10-1 1:30  a.  m. 

Oral  surgery  cases  should  be  referred  direct  to  either  the  oral  surgery  clinic  of 
the  New  York  Throat,  Nose  and  Lung  Hospital  or  to  Vanderbilt  Clinic. 

The  courses  in  the  department  of  oral  surgery  are  at  present  given  at  the  New 
York  Throat,  Nose  and  Lung  Hospital,  229  East  57th  Street.  The  courses  in 
bacteriology  are  given  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  437  West  59th 
Street.    All  the  other  courses  are  given  at  35  West  39th  Street.
